CLEAN-UP 

The one infallble sign of an intelli¬ 
gent, progressive community is clean¬ 
liness. It helps civic pride and pro¬ 
motes the general health of the citi¬ 
zens. Every spring for a number of 
years citizens have concentrated on a 
“Clean-Up and Paint-Up” week, and 
everyone who hates dirt and disorder 
po-operates in the laudable movement. 
After the long winter there is natural¬ 
ly an accumulation of waste material 
in back yards, and lanes. There is a 
general shabbiness to the appearance 
of the town, a dilapidated look to the 
lawns, a ragged look to the back yards 
and a nuisance ground appearance to 
the lanes which makes one shudder. A 
few hours spent with a rake and shovel 
will rmove all this, and therefore it is 
nothing but indolence which excuses 
such ugliness. The exercise will do the 
person who tries it good, and it will 
instill in that person a certain pride in 
his cwn premises, and at the same 
time earn the respect of his neighbors. 
"Clean-Up” has been a Canadian in¬ 
stitution insofar as the housewives are 
concerned since time in this country 
began. The interior of the house is 
generally turned inside out every 
spring. It is a task which arises out 
of necessity because of the long win¬ 
ters when the houses are so closely 
sealed against the rigors of winter. 
Too many people take but little pride 
in the surroundings of their homes, 
with the result that is discouraging to 
others who attempt to improve things. 
The season of high winds is due, and 
if citizens do not clean up their yards 
the moveable old paper and refuse will 
be strewn all over the town and coun¬ 
tryside. The cleaning up of a back 
yard and lane has just about tSe same 
effect upon the mind of the average 
man as a similar process has upon the 
housewife after she has corfipleted her 
house cleaning. She feels better and 
is not ashamed when her neighbors 
and friends drop in unexpectedly. The 
man who gets out in the back yard in 
the early spring uses a rake industri¬ 
ously for a few minutes, or hours, as 
the case may be, has started the oper¬ 
ation of a germ which is highly infec¬ 
tious and pretty soon everyone in the 
neighborhood will be actively at work 
rejuvenating the appearance of things 
generally. A clean, spick and span 
nighborhood is a nice place to live in 
and an ideal place in which to bring 
children up. The good work has start¬ 
ed already this spring, and the aggre¬ 
gate result will now depend upon the 
willingness of one and all to assist in 
the big spring clean-up and paint-up 
movement. 

WHY THE EXTRA COST? 

The “Calgary Herald” draws atten¬ 
tion to the fact that Alberta's per 
capita expenditure for 1923 was $13.30 
and only $9.66 in Saskatch¬ 
ewan. The Herald says “Yet in Sask¬ 
atchewan they still have one of those 
so-called iniquitous old style party 
governments, while Alberta has a far¬ 
mer government that promised eco¬ 
nomical administration and lower taxa¬ 
tion.” The reasons for the difference 
in Alberta’s costs as compared with 
Saskatchewan’s cannot be laid at the 
door of the present government in Al¬ 
berta, says the Editor of the Strath¬ 
more Standard. The debt charge per 
head in Alberta is $5.07 and in Sas¬ 
katchewan $1.49. Alberta’s debt was 
contracted prior to the advent of the 
farmers, by a real old-time govern¬ 
ment. The capital expenses embarked 
on by the present Alberta Government 
were occasioned by works entered in¬ 
to by the former Liberal Government 
including the Lethbridge Northern Ir¬ 
rigation scheme. Deductions of debt 
differences leaves the administration 
expenses of the two provinces practi- 
cally the same.

PRESIDENT HINDENBURG 

The election of Hidenburg to be 
President of Germany is feared by 
many to be an indication that the re¬ 
public is doomed and that the restora¬ 
tion of the monarchy is within sight. 
It is hazardous to prophesy anything 
these days except the most improbable 
of events. Too many things have hap¬ 
pened siSte the war that were outside 
the realm of human probability and 
one must therefore be chary of proph¬ 
esy but we venture that the fears now 
being expressed in official circles are 
groundless. There Is no evidence that 
Hindenburg would have been elected 
if he had come out openly in favor of 
restoration. He took—he had to take 
—a vow to maintain the republic. He 
is seventy-eight years of age and a 
war hero and it was not unnatural 
that many Germans-opposed to mon¬ 
archy would hate to vote against him. 
He is probably the only war lord who 
could have succeeded for he is the only 
one who never lost prestige with his 
own people. His election nevertheless 
will have a disturbing effect by reason 
of the fears which it has engendered. 

There are now 236 antelope-confined 
in the Nemiskam Park, in Southern 
Alberta, which is an increase of 183 
since 1916. When the park was estab¬ 
lished the antelope were nearly extinct 
in Alberta. 

Edward J.Tumer died leaving $750,- 
000 worth of real estate in Vancouver. 
On this estate the B. C. Government 
levied a succession tax of $257,000 and 
on top of that they are demanding in¬ 
terest charges from the date of death 
until the estate is finaly settled and 
the lawyers are through with it. This 
seems excessive and may drive people 
away from that province before they 
die. 

Arbor Day will be celebrated this 
year on Monday, May 11, which date 
has been set by the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment. It has been the custom for 
schools throughout the province to ob¬ 
serve this as a general holiday and the 
schools have been closed. Hon. Perrin 
Baker, Minister of Education, holds 
the view that this defeats the objects 
for which Arbor Day was set aside, 
namely the planting of trees around 
the school grounds. While Arbor Day 
may still be observed as a general holi¬ 
day among the schools, Mr. Baker has 
urged that the schools carry on and 
observe the day for what it was orig¬ 
inally intended. He has stipulated 
that those schools which do this will 
receive the usual grant for a school 
day. When the schools close for this 
day, as on other holidays, they do not 
receive the grant.

INTERESTING ITEMS 

Last year on dining cars alone the C 
N. R. served meals to 1,261,986 per¬ 
sons 

Preliminary work for the 20-mile 
extension of the Laoombe and North¬ 
western Railway is now being done. 
The surveys are now being run and tie 
cutting done, and conraets will be 
awarded shortly for the clearing and 
grading. 

Arrivals on the Canadian Pacific S. 
S. “Montclare’’ included a party of 
eighty Irish agricultural settlers per¬ 
sonally conducted, which was* byund 
f(ft* Alberta \vhero settlement will be 
effected by the organization of Arch¬ 
bishop O’Leary of Edmonton. 

Under development plans formed 
for this season, the Imperial Oil Com¬ 
pany will drill for oil from points on 
the Alberta-Montana border to Fort 
Norman, on the rim of the Artie cir¬ 
cle. A party will leave for the Artie 
as soon as navigation opens on the 
MacKenzie River. 

Sugar beet growers in Southern Al¬ 
berta will be backed financially to the 
extent of $25 an acre by the Co-opera¬ 
tive Credit Society of Alberta, accord¬ 
ing to an announcement by W. H. Cas¬ 
well, inspector, of the credit societies. 
The beets will be grown for the new 
$1,500,000 sugar refinery, now being 
erected at Raymond. 

Considerable immigration has taken 
place into Alberta within the past 
month, large numbers of settlers ar¬ 
riving chiefly from Britain and Euro¬ 
pean countries. Many enquiries from 
pi'ospective settlers are being received 
at the offices of the Provincial Public¬ 
ity Commissioner, and by the federal 
offices. During one week recently 
more than twenty homesteads have 
been filed on at the local land office. 

A tour of western Canada will be 
made in July by the Graphic Arts 
Guild, composed of eastern Canadian 
and American editors, which will hold 
its first meeting in Winnipeg, June 27. 
The party will spend some time in Al¬ 
berta, spending a day at Calgary, and 
a day at Edmonton, and a short time 
at Camrose. The party will arrive in 
the province on July 2. Later in the 
year a party of American editors ex¬ 
pect to make a tour of the West. 

Extension of time until the end of 
June has been granted on the arrange¬ 
ments between the railway companies 
and the Dominion and Provincial Gov¬ 
ernments with respect to the removal 
of settlers from the south-eastern part 
of the province to other localities in 
the province. The extension has been 
granted^on the understanding that all 
shipments will be concluded by June 
•30. Nearly 900 families have* now 
been icmoved from that section of the 
province. 

Since March 15 of this year the 
Provincial Labor Bureaus have placed 
in farm vacancies more than 3,700 
hands. The bulk of tTie orders for 
this farm labor came in during April. 
In the week of April 11, some 750 
were placed, and in the next week 1,- 
235 were placed, and the following 
week 830 were placed. The week of 
April l&jtfhen over 1,200 were placed, 
is a wcord for the service for spring 
operations, more vacancies being fil¬ 
led for that period than for any simi¬ 
lar period in the spring season in the 
history of the service. The highest 
previous year was in 1924 when In the 
same week 979 hands were placed on 
farms. 


EXPORT OF MEATS AND CATTLE 


In the pre-war year of 1913 our ex¬ 
ports of meats reached a total in val¬ 
ue of $5,405,755, in 1924 they wore 
$24,434,270. Our exports of bacon in 
export of bacon in value were $19,991- 
1913 amounted in value to $4,274,824 
636 and of pork $2,169,756. Of live 
cattle in 1913 we exported 193,714 
and of pork to $100,481. In 1924 the 
head valued at $7,236,535 and in 1921, 
183,242 head valued at $12,622,863. It 
will be noticed that while the number 
of cattle exported 1913 was over 10,- 
000 less than in 1924 the value in the 
last year was $5,386,328 more, show¬ 
ing that in the pre-war year the cattle 
commanded only a trifle over $37.3C 
per head while in 1924 they were 
worth nearly $68.89 per head. In 1913 
the exports of cattle to Britain were 
9,878 valued at $703,807; in 1924 they

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Premier Greenfield while at Ottawa, 
was stricken with ptomaine poisoning 
and was laid up for a week. 

The large bottle machine in the Do¬ 
minion Glass Plant at Redcliffe, will 
commence operations towards the end 
of this month. The starting of this 
machine will add 125 employees to 
their payroll. 

Fanners and ranchers in the foot¬ 
hills were fighting a fire on last Thurs¬ 
day and Friday which was said to have 
been started by the blowing over of 
an Indian tepee which had a fire in¬ 
side. The fire fighters succeeded in 
keeping it back of the Bar S ranch, 
but it destroyed considerable hay on 
its oourse through the Cartwright and 
Thorp ranch and a number of small 
buildings were destroyed along the 
way, Mr. W. E. Gardner lost 100 tons 
of stacked hay besides grass on two 
sections of hay land. At Cartwright 
and Thorps, all their stacked hay and 
grass on winter camp, covering about 
I two sections was burned. The Bar U 
lost grass on about a half section of 
grazing land and several sections of 
R. MacLeay’s range. Here was the 
danger point and fortunately the pro¬ 
gress of the fire was stayed and saved 
the Mosquito Creek ebuntry from a 
very damaging fire. Through the co¬ 
operation of the High River Air Patrol 
the forest rangers, and about seventy 
men from the surrounding country, 
the fire was finally controlled on Fri¬ 
day night after the flames had raged 
for twenty-four hours. It was a very 
difficult fire to contend with as a' 
heavy southwest wind was blowing. 
The fire started at a point on the 
south end of Gardner’s range on 
Thursday midday and worked north¬ 
east. Fortunately the fall of snow on 
Saturday night eliminated any danger 
of the fire starting up again. 

The weather over the entire prov¬ 
ince during the past fortnight has 
been cool and unsettled with frost at 
night, and with rather heavy precipi¬ 
tation in many localities. In the 
southern part of the province, where 
seeding had become general, this con¬ 
dition interfered somewhat with oper¬ 
ations which have only this week been 
resumed. In the more central and 
northern districts, where spring plow¬ 
ing had scarcely begun, the rain and 
cool weather further delayed corn-- 
mencement of work. Seeding became 
general in the southern districts about 
April 20, but was delayed a week by 
the backward 1 weather. Operations 
have now been resumed, and from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent, of the 
wheat seeding is completed. This ap¬ 
plies to the districts south and im¬ 
mediately north of the main line of 
the C. P. R. In the more central dis¬ 
tricts spring plowing had scarcely 
commenced on April 20, ani^on ac¬ 
count of the heavy condition of the 
land and the rains of the past ten 
days, no further operations have been 
possible until the present week. Seed¬ 
ing will therefore not become general 
until the first week in May, athough 
a considerable amount of seeding has 
been done in the sections immediately 
north of Calgary and the C. P. R. line 
as far as Red Deer. From Red Deer 
north very little spring plowing has 
been done, and no seeding to speak of. 
The present warm, dry weather will 
hasten work on the land. In the nor¬ 
thern and Peace River districts, spring 
operations have also been delayed, and 
seeding will not be general there until 
about May 7. In all districts in the 
province, moisture conditions are ex¬ 
cellent, reports from the south-eastern 
districts being particularly encourag¬ 
ing. In those districts there is more 
moisture than for years, and good 
pasture will soon be availbale for 
stock, which has improved wonderful-l 
ly in condition in the past two weeks. 
Medicine Hat reports two inches of 
precipitation; Lethbridge 1.91 inches; 
Claresholm 1 inch; Gleichen .75 inch; 
Brooks 1.3 inches; Youngstown 1.9 in¬ 
ches. The south-western district re¬ 
ports winter wheat and rye coming 
along in good shape, with a little early 
spring wheat showing above ground. 
Generally speaking, soil conditions 
throughout the province are more sat¬ 
isfactory than they have been for 
some years. There is a brisk delhafirl 
for good farm labor, wages paid being 
from $45 to $60 a month. The provin¬ 
cial labor bureau reports having filled 
8711 farm vacancies since March 16. 


COMMUNICATION 

To the citizens of Vulcan: 

The Town Council have again this 
year gone to considerable expense in 
extending the tree planting campaign' 
which has been carried on for the past 
few years. The results of this have 
borne fruit, and today we have un¬ 
questionably a fine asset in the beauty 
of our boulevards and streets and 
which we believe is greatly appreciat¬ 
ed by the citizens of Vulcan. At this 
period however, it is necessary for the 
Council to make an appeal to the citi¬ 
zens to assist in the care of the trees 
in front of their respective properties 
by watering and cultivation. It is de¬ 
cidedly noticeable that wherever the 
trees have had any reasonable amount 
of care and attention, the growth of 
the trees not takenj?aie oflis very easy 
to distinguish. A little water once a 
week and cultivation of the soil on top 
is all that is required-anti such care 
and attention not only causes stronger 
and faster growth but also beautifies 
our boulevards, streets, etc., and at 
the same time must create a propor- 
’tionate increase in property value.

PARENT-TEACHERS 

A great deal of good has*been ac¬ 
complished along the line of school 
work since the organization of the 
Parent-Teachers’ Association, not on¬ 
ly in Hanna, but everywhere in the 
Province where this new organization 
exists, says the Hanna Herald. The 
objective to be reached by the parents 
and teachers vary considerably, owing 
to conditions prevailing in each com¬ 
munity, except in co-operative work 
which has proven of much value in 
solving the many problems which 
arise in every day school life. Mr. 
McNally, of the Dept, of Education, 
spoke to a very appreciative audience 
recently and many important ques¬ 
tions were brought up for discussion, j 
One of the most important questions 
brought forward regarding the school 
children of Hanna was, “Why are chil¬ 
dren of tender years allowed to attend 
local theatre night after night without 
a chaperon, and children of more ad¬ 
vanced years allowed the freedom of 
going to parties and numerous places, 
getting home at a late hour”? This 
was a question Mr. McNally stated 
was strictly up to the parents them¬ 
selves and one of which he could not 
answer. It is a well established fact 
that children of school age need a 
good deal of rest in order to carry on 
their school work successfully. Real¬ 
izing this fact in educational centers, 
strict laws have been inforced to keep 
students off the streets. When the fin¬ 
al examinations come and a student 
fails to pass, in this not a question to 
be considered ? 

GROWING CELERY 

Celery requiies not only a good sup¬ 
ply of water but it must also have a 
liberal supply of plant food, which, 
say Messrs. McKillican and Cooper in 
Bulletin No, 43 of the Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, can be best 
applied by digging Totten manure in¬ 
to the botton of the trench before 
planting the celery out in the garden. 
As celery seed soon loses its vitality 
it is advisable to test it for germina¬ 
tion before using. The seed should be 
sown thinly in the hotbed or in boxes 
as early as possible in the spiing or 
can be barely covered with a sprink¬ 
ling of soil, which should be pressed 
down. Thinning should be done when 
the plants are large enough to grasp 
with the fingers and the beds should 
be watered frequently, the earth be¬ 
ing kept moist to the surface. The 
time for setting out in the garden is 
usually early in June. A trench about 
a foot deep and spade width, with well 
rotted manure worked into the botton 
and covered with soil, is required. The 
plants are set in the trench about 6 
inches apart in a double or single row 
as preferred. Shade is necessary un¬ 
til the plants start growth and the wa¬ 
ter, which should be used Wferally, 
should he free from alkali. Shallow 
cultivation is desirable and thorough 
cultivation maintained until the celery 
is moulded up. When the plants have 
formed stalks of sufficient length it is 
time for blanching. Moulding up 
should not be done when the soil is 
really wet, as it would be likely to 
stick to the plants and discolour them. 

Arthur W. Cutten, who created such 
a flurry in wheat circles throughout 
the United States and Canada, and 
who figured so prominently in the re¬ 
cent fluctuations in the wheat market, 
and who is said to have lost a fortune 
of $50,000,000 this spring, is evidently I 
not as poverty stricken as many imag¬ 
ine. Last week Mr. Cutten purchased 
five pure bred Hampshire sheep from 
the E P Ranch and these were ship¬ 
ped last week by Mr. Carlyle, manager 
of the E P to Cuttcn’s farm, near 
Chicago. _

FORM THREE POOLS 

Plans are going steadily forward for 
the province wde drive fqr member¬ 
ships in the three new co-operative 
marketing pools now being organized 
for the handling of the dairy, livestock 
and poultry products Meetings of the 
joint Board of the three pools are be¬ 
ing held each week, to discuss plans 
for the coming campaign, which is to 
be held for three weeks between June 
8th and 28th., after seeding operations 
are over, and the farmers will be able 
to gwe their attention to pool matters. 
In connection with this drive for con¬ 
tracts in the pool, a series of meetings 
will be held throughout the province 
at whipi competent speakers will be 
on-hand^to discuss the merits of,each 
pool. Canvassers for the driverhaVe 
been named in all districts, and will be 
ready with contracts when the opening 
date arrives. Contracts for all'three 
pools continue to arrive steadily at the 
pool offices. The enthusiasm behind 
the movement appears to be growing 
throughout the province. The live¬ 
stock pool has already reached about 
18 per c<nt. of its objective, and the 
poultry pool has nearly 12 per cent, 
of its objective. The dairy pool is ap¬ 
proaching the 600 mark in the number 
of contracts signed up to date. 

The entire co-operative poultry mar¬ 
keting service of the provincial de¬ 
partment of agriculture, which has 
been in operation for some years, will 
be taken over by the new provincial 
poultry pool when it comes into opera¬ 
tion, according to Mrs. F. E. Wyman, 
Secretary of the Poultry producers 
pool. 

The objective of the poultry pool is 
1,600,000 dozen eggs a year, and con¬ 
tracts have already been signed cover¬ 
ing* the production of abrupt 25,000 
hens. This is only on the basis of the 
hens at present owned by the contract 
signers. By the time the pool is In 
operation, these contracts signers al¬ 
ready signed up will bring many more 
producing birds into the pool. 

The. pool will be brought into oper-j 
ation just as soon as the directors feci 
that sufficient production has been 
covered by contract to warrant the 
starting of the pool. In the meantime 
as the peak period of production is at 
hand, poducers are advised to market 
their product through the provincial 
gover^ujrent marketing service, which 
has stations at Edmonton, Calgary 
and Lethbridge. ■ 1 

Co-operative marketing organiza-j 
tions throughout Canada are taking a 
keen interest, in the movement among ' 
the farmers of Alberta to follow up 
the establishment of the wheat pool by j 
organizing pools to handle their dairy ' 
livestock and poultry products. The 
provincial dairy associations of Prince 
Edward Island has intimated that it is | 
anxious to organize a dairy pool. The 
Secretary of Agriculture has written 
to the offices of the dairy pool in Ed¬ 
monton to obtain all information re¬ 
garding the organization of the pool 
here. The Fraser Valley Milk and 
Cream Producers Association; one of 
the best known co-operative organiza 
tions, has assured the officials of the 
Alberta Co-Operative Dairy Pool of its 
heartiest co-operation in the effort to 
establish the pool in Alberta, and has 
offered to send one or more speakers 
to the province to assist in thfe cam¬ 
paign from June 8th to 28th. 

Word has been received by W. F. 
Stevens, Secretary of the Livestock 
pool, from workers in the Lake Saska¬ 
toon district that the district is almost 
100 per cent behind the pool, and a 
full sign-up is expected in that north¬ 
west comer of the province. 

Over 400 canvassers have been ap¬ 
pointed for the membership drive for 
the pools, and will be ready to take 
the field with contracts on June 8th, 
when the drive commences. 

In connection with the benefits to be 
derived from the establishment of the 
dairy pool, it 4s pointed out by the di¬ 
rectors in charge of the organization 
that co-operative marketing will be a 
big factor in marketing Alberta’s 
creamery butter abroad. It has been 
found that the creamery operators of 
the province who export butter have 
had to work under, some system of co¬ 
operation to gain the fullest advan¬ 
tage, for the reason that competing 
countries are also organized. Den¬ 
mark is under a co-operative contract 
system and Australia and New Zea¬ 
land operate under a compulsory 
board. 

Since the system of co-operative 
marketing has been introduced on the 
Pacific Coast, commercial egg produc¬ 
tion has grown so that producers have 
flocks of from 1000 to 20,000 and up¬ 
ward . A producer cannot belong to 
the Pacific Co-Operative Poultry 
Producers, Portland, Oregon, unless 
he has a flock of at least 200 hens. It 
is gratifying that the Alberta Egg and 
Poultry Pool has at present acquired 


even 12% of its objective—the individ¬ 
ual contracts coming in covering in 
the majority of cases, such small 
flocks. One contract came in this week 
covering two hens. The producer at 
least showed his interest in the Pool 
by becoming a member, and that his 
heart was with us. There must be a 
beginning however humble, and then 
comes growth.

Sheep—Alberta marketing of but¬ 
cher stuff very light and hardly 
enough to make a quotation; best 
lambs around $13; wethers $11 and 
ewes $9, with reductions according to 
quality. 

Grain—Markets are inclined to fluc¬ 


tuate, but interest is chiefly centered 
in the putting in of the new crop. 
Wheat seeding in the south and much 
of the central portion is well finished 
<and though there has been some delay 
in other portions, owing to wet ground 
thre has been(a lot heeded in all parts 
of the province. Coarse grains will 
get attention now. The advisability 
of providing some suitable forage for 
winter feeding should also be given 
consideratibn. 

Eggs—Another gain in extras and 
firsts, the former now quoted 24c and 
the firsts worth 22c; seconds and 
cracks unchanged. Difficulty in en¬ 
forcing egg grading regulations and 
many claim present plan unworkable. 
Poultry—Not much market movement, 
and prices unchanged; storage sup¬ 
plies being largely used by larger 
dealers and direct purchases from far¬ 
mers supplying smaller retailers and 
markets. 

Cream—Edmonton creameries are 
still quoting varying prices, but their 
little war -will no doubt come to ail 
end; southern and central provincial 
creameries are quoting prices ) un¬ 
changed; Manitoba is also getting 
tired of the l>attle for cream and pri¬ 
ces there will likely^get to tin evn level 
soon. Creamery Butter—Values un¬ 


changed, but market subject to usual 
/spring uncertainty. Not much surs 
j plus in Alberta yet. Dairy Butter— 
Little finding its way to central mark- 
| ets, as country points take most of 
1 good quality stuff, and markets and 
j retailers get local deliveries. Cheese 
l'—Some factories starting; market 
gQod and prices unchanged.
